With a view to giving the public a cor- 
rect understanding of the sugar situation, 
the following FACTS are presented: 


Existing conditions are world wide in their effect, not In 


any sense local. Any consideration of the question of 
available sugar supply must take into account a series of ex- 
traordinary factors.

With a view to giving the public a cor- 
rect understanding of the sugar situation, 
the following FACTS are presented: 


Existing conditions are world wide in their effect, not In 


any sense local. Any consideration of the question of 
available sugar supply must take into account a series of ex- 
traordinary factors.

that her work was by no means con 
fined to the poor and destitute. To 
illustrate, one day she vlFlted the 
home of a Granger and was refused 
admittance. That did not discourage 
her, however. The very next day the 
went back, and after a bit of parley 
at the door she was allowed to come 
In. It was not very long before the 
nurse was at the bedside of the sick 
daughter, carefully instructing the 
mother in the bedside care of the pa- 
tient. 


Another case was that of a child 


very seriously burned. 
The mother 


did not know how to dress th* 
wounds, and the doctor could not take 
the time to teach her. But the nurse 
spent a whole hour removing the 
bandages that the doctor had pulled 
off in a few minutes. Can you Imag- 
ine tbe difference In the feelinga of 
the patient and its mother?
